- Briſtol, which was to have been fecur®d by ſurprize, with about 350 Men, of 


which 200 were to be rais'd in and about the Cry, and the reft to have been 
ſent from Taws:on ; toward the concluſion of which Narrative, he tells the 
World, Thar he had given to his Majeſty the Names of ſevera! other per- 


\ ſons, beſides thoſe already known, who were to have been concerned in the 


Plot: whichis all wherein he materially differs from the reſt of the Diſco- 
VEreTrs:. : | 

Being therefore brought tothe Bar, and demanded what he had to fay,

Newgate, and the return of the Writ being read 
by the Clerk of the Crown, it appeared he 
was in Cuſtody of the ſaid Keeper, by a Warrant from 
the EL Sidney Godolphin, - E{qz one of His Maj &= 
ſties Principal Secretaries of State. Which Warranc 
ing read in-Court, and the Award of Execution-upon the 
Outlawry being demanded by His Majeſties Attorney 
General, and Sir Thomas being thereupon Arraigned, and 
acked what he had co lay tor himſelf, why Execution 
{hould'not be awarded againſt him according toLaw ? 
At firſt he ſeem'd as — nothing to {ay for himſelf,

And though Sir Thomas pretended to render himſelf with- 


in the Year, being then preſent at the Kings-Bench-Bar, 


yet the Court did not think this a yielding in the Senſe of 
the Statute, being_at.that time under reſtraint, and not 
at his own diſpoſal, without any ſemblance that he would 
otherwiſe have yielded up himlelf to Juſtice at all. And 
indeed it. is very ſtrange, that yielding, and being at Mer- 
cy whether a Man will or no, ſhould be Interpreted the 
fame, as if a voluntary a, and 4 neceſſary misfortune, in 
which we are only paſſive, were the ſame : beſides that, 
he that yields only in this Senſe and Circumſtance, when 
it is impoſſible for him to flye any longer, isin reaſon ſtill 
looked upon as a flying Perſon, becauſe his Will ſtill flyes 
though his Body cannot; and he that in all appearance 
would ftill continue to flye if he were able, there being 


. before his Apprehenſton, no Antecedent appearance of a 


voluntary ſurrender, is by no means within the Favour of 
the Traverſe, becauſe the Reaſon of the Award is found- 
ed upon a ſuppoſed acknowledgment of Guilt , which 
is expreſ{'d. by Bight, and this tacite Acknowledgmenc 
does ſtill remain, if the Perſon: do no otherwiſe ſurrender
